The machine gun in competent hands is 
accurate with a deadly accuracy. Tests 
against picked shots have shown that one 
‘machine gun. will make more hits than 
fifty marksmen. As there are rarely fifty 
marksmen in any battalion of 1,000 men, 
we may. say that, as a target hitter, a 
machine gun is almost equal to 1,000 men. 
Nothing can live in its stream of lead. 
Anc it can be handled by two men.

U. S. PLANS TO TAKE CHARGE

Washington, D. C., June 30.—The United 
States is seriously considering taking 
over the wireless station at Sayville, L. Re 
one of the two great. plants by which di- 
rect communication between the United 
States and Germany is maintained.

Fleet Aids in Operations. 

“At 12:20 o'clock the feld artillery 
opened fire to cut the wire in front of the 
Turkish trenches. The accurate fire of 
the cruiser Talbot and the destroyers 
Scorpion and Wolverine succeeded in 
keeping down the enemy's paleo fire 
from that quarter. 

“A small Turkish S600 work in 
Saghir Dere, known as the ‘ Boomerang 
redoubt,’ was assaulted. After a special 
bombardment by a French mortar and 
while the bombardment of the surround- 
ing trenches was at its height, a part of 
the Border regiment leaped from the 
trenches and raced across and took the 
work.

At 11:30 the Royal Fusiliers led the

The Associated Press canvass of liquor legis- 
lation of the year shows that, with nineteen 
states already ary” and the way cleared for 
prohibition in three others, the temperance terri- 
tory now. stretches in à broad belt from the Pa- 
eine northwest to the south Atlantic and the 
guif, From Washington, Oregon, and Idaho it 
passes through Colorado, Kansas, and Oklahoma 
to Iowa and Arkansas on the Mississippi; and 
east of the Mississippi it has a clean sweep 
through thé southern states. From Kentucky and 
the District of Columbia to Key West the only 
local option territory is in South Carolina, and 
in South Carolina a popular vote will 7 taken on 
prohibition this fall. 

Outside this belt lie the states 4 4 North 
Dakota, and Maine, while in Montana, Vermont, 
and South Dakota elections are pending. The 
four states that went dry this year are rural, 
and simply accentuate the fact of the split on 
the question between city and country.

1. 1915, the average urban population in the pro- 
hibition states was but 20.3 per cent. In the 
extreme license states it was 71 per cent. Simt- 
larly, the urban population in what the Anti-Sa- 
loon league calle near-prohibition states was but 
28 per cent, and in partially license states 57.5 
per cent.

Count Erasmus, has been reduced on ac- 


count of his extravagances of conduct to 
the role of a minor, as such deprived of 
all his civie rights and of the control of 
his property, which is vested in the hands 


legal obligations of any kind, either finan- 
cial or otherwise, such as, for instance, 
marriage, without the consent of his ſu- 
dicially appointed guardians. 

Count Erasmus von Erbach came into 
prominence in 1906 by his sensational 
marriage in London to Dora Fischer, an 
extremely pretty laundry girl, daughter 
ot a washerwoman. The union, annulled 
three years later, led to no end of litiga- 
tion, to at least half a dozen duels, and 
to the repeated arrest and committal of 
young Count Erasmus von Erbach to in- 
sane asylums as a lunatic.

After his last escape from the madhouse 

he interested the reichstag deputy, Dr. 


Thaler of Wurzburg, in his behalf and 


through him obtained from the most emi- 
nent Munich alienists so convincing a 
diagnosis establishing his sanity that tne 


Bavarian government gave peremptory 
orders that the count should be protected 


of trustees. In fact, he can contract no 


asylums, and gave him an allowance. 
This ehange of front on the part of the 


old count caused his brother and nephew 


to amend their complaint so as to em- 
brace him within its provisions, on the 
ground that by continuing to treat his son 
as the heir apparent, after violation of 
the family statutes, he had been guilty of 
infraction of the latter and was therefore 
unworthy to remain at the head of the 
house or in possession of the entailed es- 
tates. 

The board of arbitration decided against 
the old count and his son, Erasmus, and 
their verdict was indorsed by the lower 
courts of law. The old count thereupon 
appealed, and the matter having been 
carried from one tribunal to another was 
ultimately decided in his favor and inthat 
of his son, Erasmus, by the Supreme 
court of the German e eat Leipsfc. 

This, the highest tribwhal of the land. 
took the very sensible ground that there 
was nothing in the entail of the vast Er- 
bach estates relating to mésalliances or 


determining the conditions of marriage 


beyond requiring that each heir should be 
of legitimate birth. The court likewise 
declared that neither it nor any other 
tribunal of the German empire could con- 
cern itself with the rules and regulations 
made by the families of the higher or 
lower nobility for the discipline of thetr 
members and that no judicial cognizance 
could be taken ‘hereof. 

On these grounds, therefore, the su- 
preme court rejected the verdict of the 
court of arbitration, as well as the decis- 
fons of the lower tribunals, and estab- 
lished that young Count Erasmus could 
not be debarred from succession to the 
entailed property and from the chieftain- 
cy of his house for having contracted a 
mésalliance, all the more since his mar- 
riage had been annulled,

Behind the covert announcement from 
Washington that more than twenty for- 
eign shipping powers do not come under 
the provisions of the seamen’s bill lies 
a tremendous big international marine 
story. The foundation upon which was 
built this campaign to raise the stand- 
ard(?) of the world’s seamanship was 
that every nation whose ships entered the 
United States would be forced to conform 
to the new regulations. With a fanfare 
of trumpets it was only a few montns ago 
that the state department, then under 
Secretary Bryan, announced that the 
treaties conflicting with the seamen's 
bill would be arbitrarily abrogated. 

On the contrary the foreign shipping 
powers notified Washington that they 
would not permit any such arbitrary ac-

tion, and the United States has crawled

More Rains Southwest and 


Higher Cash Prices 
Frighten Shorts. 


Prices for wheat were strong yesterday, 


especially the July. Shorts were good 
buyers and there was considerable buy- 


‘img credited to Cutten. The July-Sep- 


tember difference widened out to 4c, and

During the day rains were reported in 
Oklahoma, southern Kansas and in Mis- 
souri. Offerings from the country were 
light although there was a little new 
wheat bought to arrive in this state.

Receipts were 
smaller, 7 cars with 11 cars inspected yes- 
terday. Primary arrivals were 373,000 bu 
against 504,000 bu a year ago.

Winnipeg had 34 
cars. Clearances were 135,000 bu. 


Foreign Exchange Is Weak.
